"Probably not a dead one," says 
Professor Shenton, "for such a. lan- 
guage as Latin has no words for such 
modern movatio'ns as dumb waiters, 
apartment houses and strike breakers. 
"National jealousies would prevent 
the universal adoption of a language 
now in use, such as English or French. 
Hence the adoption of an artificial
